By creating for the Duke 
of Reichstadt, the young son of e a 
world of sympathy, and making him the centre 
of aspirations based upon a hoped-for revival of 
the glories of the Empire, M. Rostand may have 
indirectly helped the Napoleonic dynasty not a 
little. But, politically speaking, Sédan bars the 
way of any Napoleon in Frante. The French

*L'Aiglon," which Mr. Maurice Grau produced 
at Her Majesty's in London last Monday night 
with Madame Bernhardt and M. Coquelin 
in their original famous parts of the dreaming 
Duke de Reichstadt and his bluff, faithful watch- 
dog of a soldier-servant, Flambeau. In this 
great part, that of a youthful aspirant to the 
Imperial throne of France, vacated by the exile of 
St. Helena, full of spirit, pride, and ambition, 
but pitifully weak physically, so much so that 
she faints after her most glowing and emphatic 
flights of polished rhetoric—the incomparable 
Sarah fully maintains her pre-eminence as the 


Foremost of Living Actresses, 
gifted with a matchless voice of penetrating 
clearness, capable of expressing with equal 
ease the softest and most cooing love-tones, 
and of rising to the supremest heights of 
passion. Hence, in addition to the strong 
French colony in London, the aristocracy of 
our wealth and talent flocked to Her Majesty’s 
to pay homage to Madame Bernhardt’s genius. 
Her infinitely tender and sympathetic creation 
of L’Aiglon touched all hearts in one way, just

Amaryllis Seedlings. 

At the periodical shows of the R. H. S. few plants create 
more admiration than the emaryllis, and in response to 
queries I have had as to their rearing, I may say that they 

re readily increased by means of seed, numbers 
being obtained in this way. Crossing is easily cariied out, 
nd the seed does not take re to ripen, while, if sown at 
once, thrifty little plants quickly make their a rance, 
The seed ripens about the latter of July or 
in August, and if sown at onee, it quickly germinates, 
whereas if kept till the spring, the results are by no 
means so certain. The seed may be sown in pots or 
shallow pans. A suitable compost consists of equal parts 
»f good yellow loam and well-decayed leaf-mould. To this 
must be added a fair sprinkling of rough silver-sand, which

xhould be thoroughly incorporated with the rest of the soil 
The pots or pans must be well drained and filled to within 
half an inch or less of their rim with this compost. It is 
best to insert each seed edgewise iuto the soil. 


Herbdceous, Alpine, and Rock Plants. 

A Northern correspondent asks a question requiring a 
lengthy answer in wanting a full list of hardy herbaceous, 
Alpine, and rock plants. Varieties ranging from violets 
and wallflowers to the columbine and the fuchsia are 
included in this list, but I will try, although my notes must 
be brief, to satisfy my correspondent. Taken in alpha- 
betical order, Anemone Japonica, one of the family pre- 
viously mentioned in thi» cocumn, must take pi ice. 
Then there is the antiribinum. Columbines and the 
Michaelmas daisy, together with campanulas, Canterbury 
bells, and carnations, must also be included. The Alpine 
wallflower, a very charming — and Coreopsis grandi- 
flora—of which I give an Illustration (invaluable for

eutting)—the various kinds of daisies, the foxglove, 
fuchsia, and perennial sunflower, must not be overlooked, 


and then there are day-lilies and hollyhocks. Lupins, 
myosotis, peonies, pansies, phlox, and primroses also come 
under the same category, and with the inclusion of the 

yrethrum, seabáous, violas, violets, and wallflowers, the 
Bx of the better-known plants inquired about may be 
made up.
